The mayor of Lincoln, for instunge, 
is duly elected by Placing upon his 
finger an ancient ring, which for cen- 
turies his predecessors have worn. 
Should his worship send his ring to 
any schoul in the city the master is 
bound to give his pupils a day's holi- 


jay. ‘ 

At Chichester the mayor ig urmed 
with a gold-mounted mialacea cune; 
while at York his worship is equipped 
with a silver-mounted oak stave, 
which has marked his authority for 
hundreds of years, 

From time immemorial, the mayor 
of Brightlingsea hus been elected in 
the parish church belfry; and the re- 
tiring chief magistrates of both 
‘Bournemouth and Hanley imprint a 
loving kiss on the countenance of the 
incoming mayor, 

The mayor of Grantham is tapped 
on the head with the town clerk's 
hammer; and at Dunstable the time- 
Nonored custom of “bumping” is 
»bserved. 

Wwolphing is the less trying ordeal 
to which the mayor of High Wycombe 
has to submit; and he ia better off, 
aprapet thun ‘the lord mayor of 
Birmingham, who has to assume his 
sweetest smile and face the camera 
immediutely ufter his election. 

A public holiday is observed at 
Newenstle-under-Lyme, “where the 
hewly-elected mayor is publicly pro- 
claimed from the famous Market Cross 
—a custom observed for 754 yeurs, 

A mayor's duties are numerous, 
and, in many cases, curious. He has 
to refrain from taking « too promin- 
ent part in politics--though this is 
only an unwritten law; he has to pre- 
side over meetings of the council, 
open bazaars, entertain and be enter- 
tuined at public dinners, give recep- 
tions, and preside ut the local police 
court. 

In some places he receives a salary, 
and in others he pays hav for his 
year of honor. The mayoralty of an 
aristocratic London suburb cost ite 
Wenner over $7,500; while Mr. John 

ebster, who was mayor of Sheffield 
in 1866-7, spent only $25. 

The lord mayor of London geta a 
salary of about $50,000, but always 
spends a great deal more; whilst the 
lord mayor of Liverpool has $10,000, 
and the lord provost of Edinburgh 
$5,000, 

During her year as mayoress . of 
Portsmouth, Miss Doris Foster cele- 
brated her sixth birthday; and when 
she occupied a similar position at 
Cardigan, Miss Gwynneth Bowen had 
seen four summers.

Taken In by 


Crooked Dealers. 


All “antiquities” are not antique. 
fhe_art of the art-faker is an art that 
conceals itself, and often enough it 
{s almost impossible of detection. 

‘he doubt, for instance, that has 
been cast by art experts generally up- 
on the ‘wax bust attributed to Leo- 
nardo da Vinci—pronounced Layonar- 
do da Vinchi—purchased by Dr. Bode 
for the -Gerinan Government for £3,- 
000, is by no means an isolated inci- 
dent in the history of art collecting. 

It has yet to be decided whether 
this bust is the work of the great and 
versatile Leonardo or Mr. Cockle Lu- 
cas, the recently deceased wax model- 
ler; but it is an undeniable fact that 
there is hardly a public collection 
that does not con‘ several itcnis, 
the authenticity of which would not 
bear investigation, 

At the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
the Louvre, and elsewhere, it has 
more than once been discovered that 
treasures that had been long venerat- 
ed us unique are most flagrant for- 
geries, r 

Some years ago, s Parliamentary 
commission was held upon the con- 
tents of the museum at South Kens- 
ington, and very early in the evidence 
it transpired that the predecessor of 
the then curator had removed over 
tifty objects, as either forgeries or 
as absolutely worthless, which had 
been considered of great importance 
and value, 

For instance, the authorities pur- 
chased three items at the famous 
Hamilton Palace sale in‘ 1882, all of 
which proved to be other than was 
supposed. Those were the Agate Cup, 
purchased for §2,500; the Cardinal 
Wolseley chair; and a Vernis Martin 
cabinet, which coat the nation no less 
than $4,000, 

The cup proved to be a made-up 
piece, worth, at the most, $250; the 
chair, which was supposed to be Eng- 
lish fifteenth century work, turned 
out to be Cingalese work of the eigh- 
teenth century; the cabinet, 
though partly genuine, was discover- 
ed to contain panels made by a man 
who later, upon obtaining employment 
at the museum, readily recognized his 
aandiwork, 

There is also at South Kensington a 
statue attributed to Michael Angelo 
which many claim to be a made-up 
piece; whilst a terra-cotta bust of 
Savonarola in the same collection, pur- 
chased in the middle of last century 
as a genuine example of fifteenth cen- 
tury work, was later discovered to 
be wf quite modern manufacture. 

Inthe National Gallery there is 
more than one work, the attribution 
of which does not meet with general 
ucceptance, 

In 1904, when the portrait of Arios- 
to, by Titian, was acquired for the na- 
tion for the huge sum of $150,000. 
shere were many who claimed—and, 
in fact, still do so—that the portrait 
was not by Titian; and, moreover, that 
it was not a portrait of the famous 
Italiun poet, 

Another remarkable instance of ex- 
perts being hoaxed is that of the 
purchase of @ picture,. reputed to be 
by the great French landscape artist 
Corot, for the New Dublin Gallery of 
Modern Art, a few years ago. 

The sensational discovery at the 

1 Picture Gallery that, of the 250 
pictures labelled with the greatest 
names in the history of art, only sev- 
enty were genuine, is still fresh in 
the memories of most readers.

BLESSED JUDGMENTS 


PASTOR RUSSELL PREACHES ON 
GOD'S PURPOSE. 


With My Soul Have | Desired Thee In 
the Night; Yea, With My Spirit 
| Within Me, Will | Seek Thee Early: 
For When Thy Judgments Are 
Abroad In the Earth, the Inhabi- 
tants of the World Will Learn 
Righteousness” (Isaiah xxvi, 9). 


Sunday, December 19.—Pastor Rus- 
sell spoke to-day from the text, ‘With 
my soul have I desired thee in the 
night; yea, with my spirit within me, 
will I seek thee early; for when thy 
judgments are ab‘ in the earth, 
the inhabitants of the world will 
learn righteousness” (Isaiah xxvi, 9). 
Brooklyn Tabernacle was crowded 
with an attentive audience, as usual. 
We report the discourse, as follows: 

Only those who come to an advane- 
ed degree of knowledge of God’s Word 
can realize how Divine judgments are 
all good—all blessed. Under the in- 
fluence of the fog of superstition, not 
understanding aright the teachings of 
the Scriptures, supposing that they 
taught eternal torment for the grent 
majority of our race, we feared God, 
rather than loved him. We dared not 
say that such a judgment was wrong, 
malicious, devilish, yet we were un- 
able to see it in any other light 
hence the general perplexity of Chris 
tendom, and tho general alienation o: 
heart, and many intelligent mind: 
driven to infidelity, and the dislike to 
think about God and his supposedly 
terriblep purposes respecting our race 
and the I rrr awe respecting the 
Bible and the fear of its misunder- 
stood teachings. 

But now in the dawning of the New 
Dispensation the Word of God is 
shining as never before; one passage 
illuminating another, our fear giver 
place to reverential love and_ filial 
awe. We begin to understand that 
the torment doctrines which we re- 
ceived are wholly foreign to-the Di- 
vine character, which, on the con 
trary, is distinctly marked by Wis 
dom, Justice, Mercy and Love towari 
all. We find ourselves now in agree 
ment with the Scriptural declaratio: 
that God's judgments are “righteou: 
altogether,” and we delight in them 
Instead of a judgment of eternal tor 
ment as a penalty for sin, we find 1 
judgment or sentence of death. Wi 
agree to the righteousness of that ver- 
dict or judgment. God had the right 
to demand of his creature the obedi- 
ence he was able to render. He had a 
perfect right to destroy him in deat) 

en he refused the blessing of lif: 
Miernal on the terms of obedience 
Becing this, how rejoiced we are tu 
ote the Divine Mercy in the Plan o! 
Redemption for the sinner and hi+ 
offspring through the sacrifice o 
Christ! As a result we have goo 
hope in his judgments; for him who 
once judged us worthy of death has 
ith equal Justice redeemed us en 
Yeas us the opportunity of eterna 
ife through the resurrection. 

It was another part of the Divine 
Judgment against our race that, in- 
stead of the death penalty coming in- 
stantly upon Adam and Eve, it came 
gradually, that through the processes 
of gradual dying they might the bet- 
ter learn the lesson of ‘‘the exceeding 
sinfulness of sin’’—to the intent that 
when granted the new trial secured 
by the merit of Christ's sacrifice, they 
might profit by it the more. The 
ijsame principles apply to all of 
Adam’s posterity. “The whole crea- 
ion groaneth and travaileth in pain 
ogcther until now * ® ® waiting for 
he manifestation of the sons of God” 
Romans viii, 19, 22). They are wait- 
ing for the establishment of Christ's 
Millennial Kingdom under which they 
‘shall have a full opportunity of com- 
ing to a knowledge of the Truth. 

This is God's provision for the 
world in general. What God did for 
the little nation of Israel during the 
Jewish Age, and what he has been 
doing for Spiritual Israel since Pente- 
cost, in this Gospel Age, are matters 
separate and apart entirely from his 
general dealing with the world of 
mankind, The natural and the spirit- 
mal Seed of Abraham are exceptions 
They have been granted 


to the rule. 
lepecial privileges and blessings not 


anted to the world in general—na- 
ral Israel under the Law Covenant 
land spiritual Israel under the Abra- 
amic Covenant. From these two 
nominal Israels special ‘‘overcomers” 
have been chosen or elected. . These 
hortly, in association with the Re- 
deemer, will constitute the Kingdom 
of God. The overcomers of spiritual 
srael, becoming the “Bride of Christ 
iby resurrection ‘‘change” to the heav- 
enly nature, will be like him and 
hare his glory and constitute the 
Kingdom class in the highest sense. 
The overcomers of natural Tarael, 
esurrected to the perfection of earth- 
nature, will constitute the earthly 
ase of the Millennial Kingdom. 
Mankind may see and have inter- 
pourse with these, but will not see nor 
have direct intercourse with the glori- 
fied Christ, Head and Body—the King 
pf Glory. 

So far as the world is concerned, it 
as been under the one peneral sen- 
ence of Divine Justice, “dying thou 
halt die."’ But so far as natural and 
piritual Israel are concerned, they 
ave been dealt with as fr from 
he original sentence and on trial for 
ife or death afresh under God's 
judgments or disciplines.

And while these are declared to be 
the Lord’s judgments, note the fact 
that thev will be administered by The 
Christ, of which our glorified Re- 
deemer shall be the Head, and_ his 
“members,”’ when glorified, shall be 
the Body—the Church. The judgments 
of the Lord abroad in the earth will 
not mean havoc and dismay to man- 
kind in general, but the very reverse 
—relief, assistance to all who come in- 
to line with the righteous arrange- 
ments of that Kingdom designed for 
their uplifting from sin and death 
condtions, The Mish ini of that Mil- 
lennial Day of a thousand years will 
be severe—even to deatruction—only 
against the willfully, the deliberate- 
ly rebellious, after they shall have 
been brought to a clear appreciation 
of right and wrong, good and evil, 
and their penalties, life and death. 

Mark the statement of the Prophet 
David when prophetically referring to 
the Millennial Age; he points out that 
the judgments of that time will be a 
cause of gladness, He says:

At one side stunds a lady with an 
address in her hand, This is Las 
ston, but the greetings from Canada 
show that Principal Grant does not 
belong to Kingston alone. 

He was a contemporary of the late 
Sir William Dawson, principal of Mc- 
Gill; they were both born and educat- 
ed in the same little town, and per- 
haps they represent the best that Can- 
adian universities have yet produced.

“Sir Richard is a perfect Parlia- 
mentary John L., but he either has a 
want of faith in himself or the future 
of the party that robs him of his 
strength. 

“What seems to be needed is a 
combipation of the qualities of the 
two men. Isn't there some young 
Liberal looking for a job?”

There would have been no indigna- 
tion in the House of Commons in the 
Middle Ages at the prospect of the 
Lords throwing out one of their Bud- 
gets, for in those pre-Winston Chur. 
chill days the members of the Lower 
Chamber were humble to the point of 
helplessness, When Edward III., for 
instance—to whose account must b: 
laid the creating of the first duke-- 
consulted them with respect to the 
French war he was waging, they sent 
him this reply: 

“Most dreaded Lord,—As to your 
war and the equipment necessary for 
it, we are so ignorant and simple that 
we know not how, nor have the power, 
to devise. Wherefore, we pray your 
Grace to excuse us in this matter. 
and that it please you, with advice 
of the great and wise persons of your 
council, to ordain what seems best to 
you for the honor and profit of your. 
self and of your kingdom; and what- 
soever shull be thus ordained by as- 
sent and agreement for you and your 
lords we readily assent to and will 
hold it firmly established.” 

In good Queen Bess’s days they 
were equally incapable. When their 
Speaker died they had to consult the 
Lords as to what they were to do, 
whereupon, the Queen, hearing of it, 
volunteered a piece of statesmanlike 
advice. “Go back,’’ she said, ‘and 
elect a new one.” The problem was 
solved, 

What would the Westminster polic: 
constubles think if, one day, Lord 
Rosebery, Lord Lansdowne, and Lord 
Crewe turned up at the House, each 
with a small army at his back? Yet, 
such was the habit of Lords in th» 
fifteenth century. And what would the 
Dukes of Westminster, Connaught, 
and Buccleugh think if, on relaxing 
their attendance at the House for any 
considerable period, they found them- 
seives the recipients of polite notes.

HE IS- NOW GEOGRAPHEF 


R. E. YOUNG HAS HAD ANOTHER 
OFFICE ADDED. 


Well-Known Official In the Depart 
ment of the Interior Drew Up the 
Early Maps of the Manitoba Lands, 
Auctioned Off In the Days of the 
Boom—His Work Is Chinese tn 
Its Accuracy, Say Experts. 


Old-timers who were in Winnipeg in 
the boom days will recall the daily 
and nightly auction sales of real es- 
tate which were the chief attraction 
of the infant prairie metropolis at 
that time, and will remember the 
huge plans of townsites which de- 
corated the walls of Coolican’s auc- 
tion rooms. The young man to whom 
muny of those maps, in all their 
glory of bright colors and gold leaf, 
owed their existence is now Geograph- 
er of Canada, with a long record of 
good work to his credit, and no doubt 
many years of usefulness is to come. 

Mr, R. E. Young, D.L.S., who has 
recently had the post of Geographer 
added to his numerous other duties 


R. E. YOUNG, 


.in the Department of the Interior, Ot- 


tawa, is a native of Georgetown, On- 
tario, He studied surveying with 
Evans & Bolger, Belleville, and in 
the late ‘seventies went to the north- 
west and grew up with western ideals. 
To his credit stand prominently the 
re-gurvey of the city of Winnipeg, 
under the Torrens system, and the 
making of a map in connection there- 
with, a job so well done that in a 
score of years the first error has yet 


_to be found. The location and survey 


of the old trails in Manitoba was also 
a notable and painstaking ~achieve- 
ment. The surveying of mining claims 
in British Columbia gave him a thor- 
ough. knowledge of the mountains, and 
a year or. two of railway engineering 
added to his store of experience. _ 

Some eight years ago Mr. Young 
was called to Ottawa to undertake 
the adjustment of the railway land 
grants. By his thorough acquaintance 
with the west and the option of 
common-sense methods he reduced 
the chaos to order; in a few years 
all tangles were straightened out, and 
the companies to whom land had 
been granted were put in possession 
of the last acre. Having a natural 
bent for cartography and an abiding 
belief in the value of good maps, he 
utilized the information acquired in 
adjusting the railway lands in the 
creation of a map showing the lands 
—odd sections—that had been alienat- 
ed in this manner, following it up 
with its natural complement, the 
homestead ma ven sections—which 
has passed through seven editions, 
and is the sheet anchor of every man 
dealing in land in the west. Of this 
series of maps experts in Washington 
suid there was nothing in any coun- 
try to equal them—they were Chinese 
in their microscopic accuracy. 

Greedy for work to a degree un- 
usual in a Government servant, the 
administration of the swamp lands 
in Manitoba, the Grand Trunk Pacific 
townsites, the railway belt of British 
Columbia, and waterpowers of the 
Dominion was put in Mr, Young's 
hands, .aad of his own motion he 
took up the regions north of the 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, which 
have become well known to the world 
through his ‘‘Fertile Northlind,”’ 
and other publications, as well as 
his addresses before Canadian clubs 
and elsewhere. 

On the appointment of Mr. James 
White, Canadian Geographer for 
many, years, to the post of secretary 
of the Conservation Commission, Mr, 
Young \ 1s offered and accepted the 
vacant position, and immediately went 
from British Columbia, where he was 
temporarily occupied with depart- 
mental business, to London, Eng., 
to attend the conference of the geo- 

raphers of all nations now engaged 

n the preparation’ of a standard map 
of the world, 


Luminous Mushrooms.

hip.

nd hope Sir Wilfrid Laurier will lose 
ho time on behalf of his colleagues in 
epudiating the Canadian minister's 
partisanship of any kind in the Brit-

{ these mis-statements in leaflet 
orm in every part of England and 
Beotland as Canada’s official view. 

The Standard devotes an article to 
his attempt to exploit Canada 
or British political purposes, and 
alls the ministers’ statements in the 

anchester Guardian as astounding 
ravesty of unionism, ‘A .travesty so 
omplete, and partizan that it is 
nardly to be believed it will pass with- 
ut repudiation.” 

Ottawa.—The cable story to the 
fanchester Guardian in which a Ca- 
nadian cabinet minister is credited 
with “butting into” the political con- 
lest in Great Britain and expressing 
trong and anti-Unionist statements, 
1as attracted considerable attention 
rere. The diiliculty 10w appears to 
be in finding the author of the story, 
both the writer and the party in- 
erviewed, 

The Guardian is not known as hav- 
ng any accredited representative here 
and no one has so far been found 
among the cabinet willing to shoulder 
the responsibility of a wholly unwar- 
rantable interference in the domestic 
politics of Great Britain. Suspicion 
has been directed in a couple of 
quarters, but their ignorance of the 

hole business is diplomatically pro- 
fessed. While there is no doubt that 
he Laurier cabinet sympathises with 
he Liberals in the present fight, 
he extent to which their views would 
ibe openly expressed for publication is 
questionable. 

Montreal.—It is pretty generally 
onceeded on both sides that there is 
no justification for Canadians med- 
dling in the British affairs, and 
specially so in a manner which is not 
only decidedly partisan, but also in- 
volving mis-statements of facts. 


Vigorous Search for the Explorer 

New York.—-A Copenhagen despatch 
to the World says that Captain Ron- 
ald Amundsen, discoverer of the norih- 
west passage, who has planned a four 
years’ voyage in Nansen’s Arctic 
steamer Fram, to prove that @ current 
runs from the Behring strait over. the 
North Pole, has begun a systematic 
search for Doctor Cook. 

The mysterious disappearance of 
Cook at a time when he was expected | 
to keep in close touch with the Uni-| 
versity of Copenhagen, which was 
testing his claim, was the first cause 
of the doubt of his story which now 
the university regards us false. The 
despatch says the captain,, who was 
one of Dr. Cook's most ardent sup- 
orate: does not expect to start on 
nis Arctic voyage until next July and 
will devote the intervening months if 
necessary to finding Cook. 


Western Farmers Coming to Alberta 

Calgary.—One of the largest land 
sales of this year in the Canadian Pa- 
cific irrigation block was closed re- 
cently by the Canadian Pacific Irri- 
gation Colonization company. This 
was a sale of fourteen thousand acres 
to a syndicate of farmers frony the 
state of Washington, who intend, first 
thing in the spring, putting an ex- 
tensive plant, in the way of steam 
plows at work, breaking up a large 
area for wheat culture,

MUST BE QUELLED 
Zelaya and His Party Are a Menace 


to the Future Peace of the Little 
Republic, says Estrada. 


Washington.—‘Peace in this coun- 
try can only be assured by the com- 
plete exclusion of Zeluya and his fol- 
lowers. We will continue fighting un- 
til this is secured. In the name of 
liberty and of justice on our side we 
ask you to recognize my government.” 

This message from General Estrada, 
at the head of the revolutionary army 
in Nicaragua, has been received by 
the secretary of state. The telegram 
is dated Bluefields, and was sent by 
wireless from Colon. In the same 
telegram Estrada says that no chief 
legislative selected by~Zelaya or by 
the congress he controls will be ac- 
cepted by the majority of the Nicar- 
aguans allied to the revolutionary 
cause, 

The late telegrams from Nicaragua 
say the national assembly has been 
instructed by Zelaya to elect Madriz 
as president, and Irias to the chief 
command of the army. This in 
Nicaragua is regarded as a move to 
continue Zelaya as the dominant 
fiyure. 

A telegram from Corinto expresses 
the opinion that Irias is to be given 
the presidency. The statement, how- 
ever, is generally doubted. A Mana- 
gua telegram states that Zelaya is 
making active military preparations, 
and by putting in office in all the 
principe cities, including Managua, 

Leon and Granada, non-supporters of 
Trias, it was believed, would hold real 
power as commander-in-chief of the 
government military forces. 
Timber For Road North 

Edmonton. = Contracts totalling 
many thousands of dollars for the 
supply of ties, bridge timber, culvert 
timber and fence posts for-the con- 
struction of the first 100 miles of the 
Alberta and Great Waterway’'s rail- 
way were awarded to the McInnes 
Lumber Co., of Edmonton. 

Similar contracts covering 50 miles 
of right of way were awarded to Jas. 
Walker, brother of F. A. Walker, M. 
L.A.,. of Saskatchewan. The com- 
hined’ contracts will cover all timber 
necessary for the construction of the 
entire line us fur north as Lac la 
Biche. 

Contracts awarded to the McInnis 
Co, will require the employment of at 
least 400 men to rush the work 
through before spring. Work has al- 


|ready been commenced and the first 


gangways have been despatched to 
the first camp, 35 miles north of the 
city. The McInnes contracts call for 
a supply of 340,000 ties, 5,000 feet of 
bridge timber, 150,000 feet of culvert 
timber and 140,000 fence posts. 


Temperance in Manitoba 
Winnipeg, Man.—Eleven hotels will 
be closed as the result of the recent 
spirited fight on local option, and but 
one which was closed is allowed to re- 
open, The net gain therefore to the 
temperance cause, is thut the pro- 
vince will contain ten fewer hotels 
this year than last year. The total 
number of businesses which were at- 
tacked in the campaign was 34, and 
23 of these will remain open for at 
least another year. The number of 
municipalities carried by each side, is 
about equal but several of those in 
which local option wis victorious are 
pisces which do not now have liquor 
licenses, 

W. W. Buchanan, leader of the 
“Banish the Bar’ forces, expressed 
himself as well pleased with the re- 
sult of the local option vote. ‘We 
have really gained twenty-one munici- 
palities,” said he. “And lost only 
one. We have won three times the 
number we ever did before at one 
time, and have increased the num- 
ber under veto to fifty-one out of a 
total number of 130 municipalities in 
the province. “The result in many 
cases, while not carrying the veto 
we consider to be victorious.” 


Large Naval Base on Vancouver Island 

Birmingham, Eng.—The London 
correspondent of the Post says he 
learns that negotiations are progress- 
ing between the Imperial and Do- 
minion governments which may result 
in the establishment of a naval base 
of considerable proportions on Van- 
couver Island The present works at 
Esquimalt will be utilized in the pro- 
posed extension, ‘It is understood 
that the authorities at Ottawa are pre- 
pared to provide ten million dollars 
‘or the purpose of constructing docks 
and other accommodations. 


Our First Warship in the Spring 


Ottawa.—The first Canadian war- 
ship will be in commission in Cana- 
dian waters next spring. The govern- 
ment has arranged for the purchase 
from the British admiralty of the se- 
cond-class twin screw cruiser Rain- 
bow, of the Appollo type of armored 
boats, and the vessel is now in dry- 
dock in Great Britain, undergoing the 
necessary alterations and repairs pre- 
paratory to being sent across the At- 
lantic early next spring.

THE GLEICHEN CALL. 


{QUESTION OF LOYALTY | 


WESTERNERS SHOULD BE STRONG 
FOR NAVY PLAN 


Mr. R. B. Bennett, of Calgary, is} 
Quoted as Stating that Alberta and | 
Saskatchewan are Least Among the| 
Provinces of the Dominion in Sup- 
porting Naval Scheme—Easterners 
Have Mission in Preaching Loyalty 


Montreal.—Richard B. Bennett, of 
Calgary, discussing what is flippantly 
termed “The War Scare,” says: 

“Westerners whom I have talked 
with do not favor the idea of a Cana- 
dian navy at present. There is a very 


large proportion of Americans in the 
Canadian west, and many of the 
leaders among them hold the view 
that the talk of a Canadian navy at 
the present time is idle. 

“My own views are that if the peril 
which menaces the British empire is 
as great as some of the thoughtful 
British statesmen sry, Canada should 
contribute to Britain’s assistance. 
What form the contribution should 
take is for the British admiralty to 
say. 

Any man who reads the blue books 
will see that we were almost coaxed 
into making a contribution for im- 
perial defence, and the reason Britain 
is so anxious about it is two-fold, 
The first is the immense burden on 
the taxpayers of Great Britain. 

“With reference to a Cenadian navy 
we should lay the foundation for a 
naval and military force to defend our 
trade routes and guard our seacoasts. 
An immediate contribution is neces- 
sary, rendered so, as I have said, by 
the menace to the empire. Janada 
has long enjoyed British rotection, 
and as a self-respecting nation should 
now help to bear the burden. 

“The real problem of the future will 
be how to keep eastern and western 
Canada together. At present they ate 
bound by three things—sentiment, 
which is rapidly weakening; railway 
steel, and the tariff. 

“Easterners have a mission to per- 
form in preaching loyalty to the em- 
pire and to Canada as a whole. The; 
maritime provinces are loyal and 
strong for a united Canada, Quebec 
must be, because, once out of Can- 
ada, the Frenchman seems to be of 
little value. Ontario is also loyal; 
Manitoba is too old to be moved in 
favor of secession, and the Britrish 
sentiment in British Columbia is so 
strong as to preserve it intact; but it 
is in Alberta and Saskatchewan that 
the problem must be faced.” 


Pioneer of the Canadian Navy 

Victoria, B.C.—H.M.8. Appollo, a 
third cluss cruiser of 34000 t.ns has 
been purchused by Canada from Great 
Britain, and is being made ready to 
proceed to Esquimalt for use as a 
truining ship and fishery protection 
cruiser in British Columbia _ waters, 
forming the nucleus of «a Canadian 
navy for the Pacific.

Frederick A. Cook’s story that he 
reached the summit, set out from Fuir- 
banks with a dog team and supplies 
to estublish a buse at the foot of the 
mountain to be ready to make a dash 
for the summit in March at the first 
break in the winter. 

The party is Som noved of six hardy 
Alaskan settlers, all familiar with the 
mountain. They will forfeit $5,000 
if Rene of the party reaches the sum- 
mit. 


Build Shipyards at Canadian Ports 


Ottawa.—Representatives of Swan & 
Hunter, the Newcastle-on-Tyne ship 
building firm were in Ottawa inter- 
viewing the members of the cabinet 
regarding the proposal to establish 
dockyards and shipbuilding plants in 
Canada. No official nnnouncement is 
made regarding the firm’s proposals, 
but it is stated that they are definite 
in the Canadian field, and are eed tA 
ating with the government towards 
establishment at one or more Cana- 
dian ports, They at present prefer 
Halifax. 


Homesteads This Season 

Ottawa.—During the first ten months 
of the present calendar year, 9919 
homestead entrivs were taken up in 
the Canadian West by Americans. 
Every state and territory of the union 
was represented. North Dakota lead- 
ing with 3464 applications. Minne- 
sota wus next in order with 1741. 
South Dakota, 522; Michigan, 514, and 
Washington 510. Other stutes were 
much below the 600 mark,

Since Mr. Harriman’s death, his 
estate has profited by a rise in market 
values and it is stated the wealth of 
Mrs. Harriman may be conservatively 
estimated at $270,000;000 which would 
make her probably the richest woman 
in the world.

A Meteorlogical Phenomenon 


London.—A meteorlogical Phenome- 
non which it is stated has not been 
known in 150 years, is being experi- 
enced in parts of western and south- 
ern Europe. The temperature has 
risen with astodnding suddenness un- 
der the influence of a southerly wind 
to a summer level. The contrast has 
been largely marked in Spain, France, 
and Switzerland, Concurrently with a 
gale in Great Britain, the mercury rose 
in the course of a few hours from 27 
to 55 degrees. Even at night the 
temperature was above 50 degrees, In 
Paris the theromometer registered 60 
degrees.

Obliged to be Surety for Payment. 


Ottawa.—The supreme court has ad- 
fourned after one of the longest and 
neaviest terms in its history. 
three cases were heard, of which fil- 
teen came from the western provinces. 
Before adjournment judginenuts were 
given in a number of cases, including 
i very important reierence from the 
yovernor-general-in-council respecting 
the guarantee by the government of 
the bonds of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway company in 1903. By a statu- 
tory agreement the bonds were guar- 
antovd to the extent of 7 per cent Jf 
the construction of the western divis- 
ion, but not to exceed $13,000 per mile 
of the mountuin section. During the 
next year it was found that those 
bonds would not realise 75 per cent., 
and a new agreement was made strik- 
ing out the limitation as to the moun- 
tain section, and providing that the 
government implemented its guarantee 
in such a manner as may be agreed 


upon so as to make the proceeds equal | 


to 75 per cent. of the cost. The com- 
any ¢laimed to be entitled to scll the 
fohelas and if they realized less than 


75 per cent. the government should} 


pay them the difference. The govern- 
ment contends that it is only obliged 
to be surety for payment and not to 
pay cash. 


Japanese Tariff 

Tokio.—Tariff revision and the new 
treaties of commerce are now occupy- 
ing the time and attention of almost 
the entire government forces in ‘lokio. 
At the coming session of the diet, sta- 
tuary rates will be fixed for a number 
of articles changing to a very consid- 
erable extent the present tariff. Some 
conventional tariff will be left to the 
treaties, because it is thy intention of 
Japan henceforth to establish her own 
tariff without regard to conventions. 
It is insisted that Japan will not adopt 
a high protective tariff, but will en- 
deavor to take a middle course of a 
tariff for revenue only, incidentally, 
however, protecting a number of her 
interests. At present the tariffs are 
uneven, and in some cases considered 
unjust and exorbitant.

4, 1, 
He {s the son of David, the son of 
Abraham, and therefore in Him all the 
promises to Abraham and to David 
shall be fulfilled, all that was prom. 
{sed them concerning the land and the 
throne at Jerusalem. He will be first 
King of the Jews and then King of all 
nations, King of kings and Lord of 
lords, reigning in righteousness. Isa- 
lah, who foretold so much about the 
kingdom (see fl, 4, 11, 17; ix, 6, 7: x1, 
1-10; xxiv, 23; xxxil, 1, 17; xxxv, 1-10, 
et al,), foretold also of one who should 
prepare the way before Him (xl, 1-5).

THE GLEICHEN CALL. 
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Late Dr. John Barr, M.P., Was Be 
loved In His District. 


The County of Dufferin is just be- 
ginning to realize the great loss it has 
| Sustained in the death of its Federal 
member of Parliament, the late Dr. 
John Barr, who died recently. Al- 
po scores of people are heard dis- 
cussing the impossibility of fillin 
his place. From the busy streets o 
the village to the lonely homes on 
the township side roads a unanimous 
expression of regret is voiced by the 
people regardless of their political 
opinions. 

For nearly half a century he was a 
resident of the county and became 
80 identified with its interests, both 
in his private kindnesses and public 
benefactions, that he was looked upon 
| 88 a county: institution. Some idea 

of his great popularity as a physician 
may be gained from the fact that in 
the Township of Osprey there was 
only one house to which he was not 
called in his capacity as médical ad- 
visor, although this township is not 
situated in Dufferin, its nearest boun- 
dary being 15 miles north of Shel- 
burne. ; 

Upon the formation of Dufferin as a 
separate county in 1875, he became 
its first member of Parliament, and 
with the exception of the short period 
when political lines were obliterated 
by the transient patron movement, 
he has been in public life over since. 

He knew the County of Dufferin 
better probable than any other man 
who ever lived in it, and hundreds 
looked upon him as a personal friend. 
He was a great dispenser of hospital- 
ity and the very antithesis of the 
modern politician, who forgets his 
supporters after the day of election. 
To those in trouble he always gave a 
sympathetic ear and did whatever la’ 
in his power to aid them in their dif- 
ficulties, and although he accumu- 
lated a fortune in the practice of his 
profession, he was never known to 
enter court to recover a claim. 

To these many excellent qualities 
he owed his great popularity as 
| public man, and was generally return- 

ed to Parliament with one of the 

largest majorities in Canadh given to 
rural members. 

As a public man, his influence was 
always exerted for the benefit of his 
constituents and he was looked upon 
as one who could not, under any cir- 
cumstances, be influenced to betray 
this trust. To his influence may be 
traced many reforms in the law di- 

| rectly benefiting the common people. 
He was pointed out by representatives 
of the Quebec press in Ottawa as a 
model member for a rural constitu- 
ency. Although a supporter of the 
Temperance and Moral Reform Move- 
ment in Parliament, ,he. was a great 
lover of individual freedom in person- 
al tastes and was looked upon as a 
connoisseur in all the requisites for 
the convivial board. 

He had the happiness to be united 
in marriage to a lady who had the 

race of periers breeding and enjoyed 

n her sphere of action an equal popu- 
larity with himself. 


Melvin-vJones on the Bench. 

Among} the prominent residents of 
Toronto jrecently fined for exceeding 
the speqd limit with his automobile, 
was Senator Lyman Melvin-Jones, 
| who contributed five dollars to the 
| clvic exvhequer. And this is not the 
first time that Mr. Jones has paid a 
fine and helped to swell the coffers 
of a large corporation. 

The other incident was in Winnipeg 
back in the early eighties, when he 
| was mayor of that city. It was then 
a common practice for men to saw 
| cordwood on the streets, for the prai- 
rie capital had not acquired anything 
like the metropolitan air that it has 
to-day. A bylaw was passed by the 
City Council that no wood-sawing 
should be done on the public thor- 
oughfares. Yet, what was the poor 
average resident to do? There were 
few back yards fenced .off, and wood 
sheds were not numerous. 

One day an offending citizen was 
summoned by the police for a viola- 
tion of the bylaw. Mayor Jones pre- 
sided in the Police Court that morn- 
ing, The defendant acknowledged his 
guilt, and the acting magistrate, for 
the purpose of setting an example to 
other probable offenders, taxed him 
a dollar and costs. The man asked 
if he could have time to pay, and was 
allowed a week. Before the seven 
days had elapsed, the mayor went 
down in his own pocket and settled 
with the city. After that the police 
were allowed to overlook the practice 
of sawing wood on the street, as it 
was felt by hig worship that to en- 
force the regulation too rigidly would 
be a hardship in those pioneer days. 
{ Mr. Jones is probably the only Cana- 

dian mayor who ever taxed a citizen 
for violating a bylaw and then paid 
| the fine himself.

AN HONEST POLITICIAN. 


Sir Wilfrid Lawson Was an Honor te 
the British Commons. 


“Laws should be adapted to those 
who have the heaviest stake in the 
country; for whom misgovernment 
means not mortified pride or stinted 
luxury, but want and pain and degra- 
dation and risk to their own lives 
and to their children’s souls.” Mr. 
George Russell has put these noble 
words in the forefront of his memoir 
of the late Sir Wilfrid Lawson, and 
they es the keynote ,of the life por- 
trayed therein. 

Sir Wilfrid Lawson is described by 
one who knew him as an “absolutely 
honest man.” His life shows it. He 
entered politics in 1859, and left them 
in 1906. Yet he was the same man 
all through. The ideals he fought for 
at Carlisle in 1859 he fought for until 
his death. He never faltered; he 


main ideals, But there is not one 
which was, or is, not noble and un- 
selfish. ae 

He was once described as a “gloomy 
fanatic.” Probably a more gross mis- 
description was never penned. He 
came of a sturdy Border stock. The 
Wyberghs of Clifton have been there 
since the days of the Third Edward. 
The Lawsons of Brayton were another 
ancient Border family, which had 
again and again represented Cumber- 
land in Parliament. In 1806, Sir 
Wilfrid Lawson looked round about 
him for an heir, as he was childless, 
and he chose his nephew, Thomas 
Wybergf, who assured the name of 
Lawson, and from him our hero was 
descended. Young Lawson’s life was 
that of an ordinary country squire, 
save that the religious surroundings 
of his home were more marked. But 
withal there was little of stern sour 
puritanism about the home at Bray- 
ton. “My father enjoyed a long day's 
hunting or shooting almost to the end 
of his life, and in skating and play- 
ing hockey on the ice he often tired 
out younger men.” 

And the love of open-air life and 


field sports passed on the son. 
Many thousands have asked the 
question, ‘“‘D'ye ken John Peel?” 


Young Lawson ‘‘ken’d’’ him, and he 
bought the hounds that Peel had 
hunted, improved the pack, and 
came Master of the Cumberland Fox- 
Incidentally Sir Wilfrid 
settles the HEhs treading of the old 
song, ‘“‘With his coat so gay” is the 
conjectural emendation of those who 
cannot conceive of a huntsman with- 
out a red cont. But Lawson says, 
“his gray coat is no more a myth 
than himself, for I well remember the 
long, gray garment.” 5 
This, then, is the type of man who 
sought to enter politics in 1857. “A 
typical English gentleman, bearing 
an ancient name, heir to a large in- 
heritance; and a thorough sportsman 
And, with all this, there was a sturdy 
dicalism which never changed 
never faltered. r 
The first essay for Parliament _was 
unsuccessful, but in 1859 young Law- 
son 8 with his uncle, Sir James 
Graham, of Netherby, Canningite, 
Whig, Peelite and Liberal, a hard- 
hitting politician of the old school, 
whose favorite aversion was Disraeli. 
Lawson was rou out of in 
middle of the night by a deputation 
and—“in my 
robes of repose’—he furnished his 
election address there and then. He 
was returned after a stiff contest, and 
took part in the fights of Lord Pal- 
merston'’s last administration. Here, 
erhaps, we may finish off Sir Wil- 
Hrid’s electoral experiences. He was 
turned out of Carlisle in 1865, but won 
the seat back in 1868 and held it until 
1885, when he stood for Cockermouth 
and was defeated by ten votes, the 
Trish vote going against .him. In 
1886 the Irish vote ‘went for him, and 
he held the seat until 1900, when 
khaki proved his undoing. Camborne 
gave him a refuge in 1903, and he re- 
turned to Cockermouth in 1906.

that {s, of course, unless I got pupils 
who could afford to pay an unusual 
price for my services. 

“My patrons are the boarders In the 
hotels—womén, young and old, who 
@re there for a good time and want to 
look their best and also save their 
strength. You have no idea how the 
life in a hotel at a fashionable sum- 
mer resort uses up one’s time, strength 
and clothes, It is a wonder to me that 
woinen don't break down oftener than 
they do. Asa rule, they have clothes 
enough to stock a small shop, and to 
show them all they are kept continual- 
ly changing and going the rounds, 

“It is these eldthes, packing and 
unpacking ‘them, putting in a stitch 
here and wiping off a spot there, that 
supply the chief purt of my work, If 
& woman can't afford to have her per- 
sonal maid with ber during the sum- 
mer and yet longs to have her ward- 
fobe and herself always in perfect 
condition the visiting maid is really 
a very desirable person to have 
around. When | started out I took a 
room {fn an inexpensive boarding 
house at a fashionable summer resort, 
and by watching the register of the 
most popular hotels I was able to 
learn which women were without 
maids, I would then send up my 
cards, stating that my services were 
at thelr disposal, 

“The second week 1 bad all 1 could 
do and on very liberal terms. Toward 
the close of that reason I was one day 
asked to step into the private office 
of the manager of the hotel. The man- 
ager began by asking if | would mind 
telling him just how much I made a 
week, how much | paid for my board, 
etc. 

“I told the truth in fear and trem- 
bling, fancying he was about to charge 
me for the privilege of working in the 
hotel. Imagine my surprise when he 
told me that his object was to engage 
me to work exclusively for the patrons 
of his house during the coming season. 
They had received so many calls for 
my services In the office at times when 
1 was engaged elsewhere that they had 
decided to get me or some equally pro- 
ficient woman to fill these orders. 

“It goes without saying that I snap- 
ped at the offer. He offered me room 
and board free, with the privilege of 
setting my own price for my work and 
controlling my own hours.” 


HOUSEKEEPING HELPS. 


A cloth moistened with alcohol will 
clean piano keys. 

Clean Inoleum with warm water 
and polish it with milk. 

No soap on window panes! Rub 
them with either alcohol or ammonia 
to make them shine, 

Decorated china plates should be 
put away witgyound pieces of canton 
flannel between them. 

Apply the white of an egg with a 
camel's hair brush to fly specks on 
gilt frames and they will disappear. 

Soft soap made from half a pound 
of shaved down hard soap and two 
quarts of water will save the soap bill 
at cleaning time. 

Cover plaster of paris figures with a 
thick coating of starch and water, let 
it dry on the surface and the dirt will 
brush off with the dry powder. 

To clean old glass pour strong am- 
monia on it, scrub well with a brush 
and rinse in clean water. Dry and 
polish, and it will then appear as new. 

If your cook persistg in washing the 
dishes in the pantry while the family 
fs still at dessert, insist upon her plac- 
ing the dishes to drain upon a heavy 
Turkish towel. It will lessen much of 
the clutter, 

To keep sponges white and soft 
wash them in warm water to which a 
little tartaric acid bas been added 
(quarter of a teaspoonful to half a 
gallon of water), then rinse thoroughly 
in plenty of cold water.
